I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  1955.  j 

The  health  of  the  population  in  so  far  as  it  is 
reflated  in  the  vital  statistics,  continues  to  be  fairly 
satisfactory. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  compare  favourably  T)9ith  the 
rates  for  the  county  as  a  v;hole;  there  ^^as  no  maternal  mortalil;: 
and  only  one  death  occurred  among  infants  under  twelve  months  of 

OoS,  Nearly  half  the  total  number  of  deaths  were  due  to  diseas{ 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system. 

Apart  from  the  ten  notified  cases  of  whooping  cougn, 
which  is  slwoya  a  potentially  dangerous  disease  especially  in 

young  children,  there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious 
diseases . 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  borough,  as  reported 
by  the  sanitary  inspector,  have  improved  with  the  further  i 

building  of  council  houses,  but  there  are  still  several  cases  of  : 
overcrowding  and  of  families  living  in  substandard  dwellings. 

Personal  and  environmental  hygiene  in  food  shops  and 
catering  establishments  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  but  i 

vigilance  is  required  regarding  the  handling  of  food  especially  ' 
during  the  summer  months  when  the  borough  attracts  large  ' 

numbers  of  visitors. 

I  would  like  to  espress  my  thanl^s  to  the  Mayor  and 
members  of  the  council  and  to  my  follow  officers  for  their 
assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the  report.
